SENDS STOCKS 
GRASHING DOWN

Starts Tumble Which 
Reaches Into Whole Spe- 
cialty List. 


SALES AGAIN EXCEED 
FOUR MILLION MARK 


Late Support Regains 
Some of Earlier Losses; 
Radio Is Hard Hit; End 
of Bulls Seen. 


New York, April 10.—(4)—Six per 
cent call money knocked the props 
from under the “bull” market on the 
New York stock exchange otday and 
prices of active shares dropped $1 to 
$13 a share. The break came after 
an early period of irregularity, dur- 
ing which powerful speculative pools 
had succeeded in marking up about a 
score issues $1 to $10 a share to new 


high levels.

| Total sales crossed the 4,000,000- 
share mark for the seventh time this 
year, 

Wall street had not’ previously been 
forced to pay 6 per cent on day to day 
loans on stock collateral since Decem- 
ber 31, 1926, the highest charge since 
that time having been 51-2 per cent. 

Variety of Causes. 

Bankers attributed the higher rate 
to a variety of causes which included 
heavy borrowings at the federal re- 
serve bank necessitated by the with- 
drawal] of $335,000,000 in gold during 
the past six months, the marked in- 
crease in securities speculation, in- 
creasing commercial demands inci- 
dental to the expansion: of spring busi- 
ness and the approach of state income 
tax payments. 

The 6 per cent rate is expected, 
however, to result in a heavy flow of 
funds here for temporary investment 
by interior banks, which may force 
the rate down «again. Wall street 
bankers are of the opinion, however, 
that the easy money rates which have 
prevailed for the greater part on the 
last two years are.not likély to return 
for several months, if then, because 
the huge banking reserves which made 
them possible are no longer available. 

Specialties Attacked. 

Selling pressure in the stock mar- 
ket was directed chiefly against the 
high-priced specialties which are be- 
lieved to have been under pool ma- 
nipulation. Wright Aerenautical 
broke from $126.50 to $113.25 and re- 
bounded to $122.25, off’ $4.25 net. 
United States Cast Iron Pipe, which 
soared nearly $45 a share yesterday, 
but was only able to retain $18 of that 
gain, dropped $12.75 today to $261. 
Iederal Mining and Smelting slumped 
$13 to $125 on one sale. 

Radio, which has gradually disap- 
peared from the speculative spotlight, 
dipped from $183.25 to, $174.25, clos- 
ing at $176.25, off 35.25 net. Greene 
Cananea Copper, Atlas Powder, Du- 
pont and Kossia Insurance wer 
among the many other issues to lose 
$5 a share or more, while General] 
Motors, American Smelting and scores 
of others showed declines of $2 to $4. 

Pools Are Active. 

Pools succeeded in marking up a 
wide variety of issues to new high 
Jevels in the early trading. The list 
included American Druggist Syndi- 
cate, American Zinc common and pre- 
ferred, Briggs Banufacturing, Bucyrus 
Erie, Electric Auto Lite, Graham- 
Paige Motors, Indian Motorcycle, Na- 
tional Enameling, Standard Oil of 
Califronia, J. Thompson and the 
Western Dairies issues. 

Speculation in the rails, which has 
been quite “active of late as a re- 
sult of recent developments in the east- 
ern consolidation conferences, cooled 
down somewhat when it became known 
that first quarter freight car loadings 
were 4.6 per cent below those of the 
same period last year. A few issues 
showed individual strength, Pere Mar- 
quette climbing more than $6 a share 
to a new high at $139.87 1-2 while 
New York Central rallied from a low 
of $174 to $177.50, where it showed 
a gain of nearly $1.50 on the day,

Placing of Contract on 
Cash Basis Plan Is Ex-

Award of a contract today for con- 
struction of the Pryor street and Cen- 
tral avenue viaducts on a cash pay- 
ment..plan, thereby effecting a saving 
to the city and county governments es- 
timated at from $117,000 tv $150,000, 
was freely predicted Tu2sday night. 

Council will meet in special session 
at 3 o'clock tis afternoon, following 
action of Councilman Joh: A. White, 
of the fourth ward, in withd.azwing a 
second to a motion to reconsider ac- 
tion of council Friday afternoon in 
voting, 16 to 3, to award the contract 
for erection of the bridges to the Mac- 
Dougald Construction company on a 
deferred payment plan, whereby the 
contractor was to have looked to Ful- 
ton county for $500,000 of the $816,- 
000 contract price. 

Bid of the Shelverton Construction 
company, which was $705,373, was 
the low cash consideration, and Mr. 
White joined Councilman Jack C. Sav- 
age, of the ninth ward, in serving 
notice of reconsideratiom because of 
the diference in the contract figure. 

MacDougald’s Proposal. 

Alexander MacDougald, président 
of the MavDougald concern, has offer- 
ed to premit the city to accept the de- 
ferred payment plan, and if in the next 
60 days the county is able to provide 
adequate funds to permit completion 
of the projects on a cash basis, to re- 
duce the price to $703,000. 

It is expected that the city will ac- 

cept the Shelverton or the MacDou- 
gald cash bids at the meeting today, 
and that work ean be besu. on the 
structures within a week. Estimates 
place. completion about 10 months 
from the start, and every effort will be 
made to expedite beginning of work 
within the next week. 
Mayor I. N. Ragsdale Tuesday call- 
ed a special meting of city council in 
an effort to accelerate start of the 
structures, and today will ask city 
eouncil to make a definite award so 
that further delays may be obviated. 

Construction of the projects on a 
cash basis was virtually guaranteed 
Monday when members of Fulton 
county commission announced that 
they are in a position to make a cash 
payment of $389,000 towards the work, 
and supplement that later by $111,- 
000 if it is needed. 

Considered Only One Bid. 

When council voted Friday to make 
the award on a_ deferred payment 
scheme, it had only the MacDougald 
bid before it for consideration, as it 
was the only paper recommended and 
passed to council for consideration by 
the bridge committee of city council 
and the Atlanta bond commission.

GERMANS AGAIN 
POSTPONE FLIGHT 
ACROSS ATLANTIC 


Baldonnel Airdrome, Irish Free 
State, April 10.—(#)—After a prolong- 
ed conference over tonight’s weather 
report, the crew of the Junkers mono- 
plane Bremen decided not to start for 
the United States tomorrow. Captain 
Hermann Koehl and Colonel James 
Fitzmaurice, pilots of the machine, 
and Baron von Huenefeld, backer of 
the flight, agreed on the decision. 

The weather charts showed that 
southerly winds in the Atlantic had 
veered to a westerly direction with a 
velocity of 20 to 30 miles at the 
surface and of 25 to 45 miles at a 
height of 2,000 feet: There are many 
cloudy patches and occasional squalls 


of rain, snow and hail which hold the 
visibility to from six to 12 miles.

PAYMENTS BARED 
AT FRAUD HEARING 


Jury Quickly Selected To 
Try Magnate; Other 
Witnesses Called by Fed- 
eral Prosecution.

Washington, April 10.—(United 
News.)—Without wasting time on 
preliminaries, government p’osecutors 
in the Teapot Dome conspiracy case 
undertook at the dutset of the trial 
today to prove to the jury that Harry 
F. Sinclair paid former Secretary of 
Interior Fall $304,100 in bribes to get 
the big naval oil lease. 

M. T. Everhart, Fall's son-in-law 
and business pertner, called by the 
government as one of its first wit- 
nesses, testified that Sinclair paid a 
total of $269,100, as follows : $233,000 
to buy a third interest in Fall’s 
ranch properties; cash payments of 
$25,000, .$10,000 and $1,100 for im- 
provements on the ranch. 

Fall Rec*ives Payments. 

In addition the government will pro- 
duce other testimony that Sinclair 
made payments of $25,000 and $10,- 
000 to Fall for expenses in connec- 
tion with a trip to Russia on oil busi- 
ness. All of the transactions occurred 
after the Teapot Dome lease was 
signed, the $233,000 bond transaction 
taking place withi a few weeks after- 
ward, and the others following over 
a period of two years. : 

This is the heart of the govern- 
ment’s case against Sinclair and it 
will be fellowed by testimony dealing 
with the charge that Fa:l made the 
Sinclair lease secretly, misleading all 
other prospective bidders until the 
lease had been signed. 

Befgre testimony began, the gov- 
ernmetit' spent half an hour -outlining 
its case to the jury and the defense 
spent two and a half hours outlining 
its side, being finally ‘cttt short by 
Ju. ‘ce Bailey. 

Government Charges Bribe. 

The government charged that Fall 
gave Sinclair the lease and received 
the money ‘as ‘a’ bribe. 

The defense.insisted that the navy 
department, not Fall, urged that the 
naval reserve be leased bodily first, be- 
cause oil was being drained off by 
outside private drillers; second, be- 
cause nayal officers feared a war in 
the Pacific and wanted their oil taken 
out of the ground and stored in tanks 
at convenient fueling bases; third, be- 
cause the navy wanted the reserve 
leased in one block by a big operator 


who would agree to build a pipe line 
and storage tanks on the sea coast,

WING DISFAVOR 


UF PRESIDENT 


Plans as Drawn at Pres- 
ent Will Benefit Every- 
body But Sufferers, Cool- 
idge Thinks. 


CONTRACTORS GET | 
GREATEST HELP 


Local Contributions to 
Fund Looked Upca as 
One of Essentials; Army 
Should Rule. 


Washington, April 10.—(4)—Flood 
control bills now pending before con- 
gress appear to President Coolidge 
ideally suited to benefit everybody ex- 
cept the actual flood sufferers whom 
they were originally intended to pro- 
tect, 

Railroad companies,’ lumber in- 
terests, individuals holding shares in 
these concerns, and especially con- 
tractors interested in the construc- 
tions involved, seem to the president 
destined to derive majority benefits 
from the contemplated measure. All 
in all he thinks the situation now in 
congress is impossible. 

Large sums, which some of the ex- 
prts whom President Coolidge has con- 
sulted have estimated as high as one 
and one-half billions of dollars will 
be expended under the bill to buy 
rights of way, channels for the flood 
way and contingent expenses, includ- 
ing major maintenance costs. 

The letiing of contracts for the ac- 
tual construction would be taken out 
of the hands of army engineers, where 
it has heretofore always rested, to be- 
come the jurisdiction of the special 
commission formed under the provis- 
ions of the bill. This commission, 
President Coolidge feels, would be 
irresponsive, even if it were not irre- 
sponsible, to the demands and needs 
of the ordinary flood sufferer. 

The principle of no local contribu- 
tion, iv flat contradiction to the state 
policy of the administration, appears 
to President Coolidge to provide an/ 


extzemely..dangerous precedent.in matr’ 


ters of this kind. -He regards such a 
policy as equivalent to bestowing very 
definite favors upon certain communi- 
ties at the expense of the remainder of 


the country. 

The immediate reaction, Mr. Cool- 
idge fears, will be that other communi- 
ties when similarly situated will call 
for help from the national treasury 
to which they themselves will not ex- 
pect to contribute. President Cool- 
idge therefore regards as beyond com- 
putation the obligations for which the 
central government might therefore 
become responsible. : 

He foresees an additional danger in 
the new policy which congress is con- 
sidering, that by which the godvern- 
ent, by shouldering completely all 
flood relief work, might become re- 
Sponsible for all future flood damages 
both on the Mississippi and on any 
other rivers whose improvement the 
United States might be obligated to 
undertake in the future. 

The president has discussed with 
Representative Strong, of Kansas, and 
Representative Garber, of Oklahoma, 
a proposal to form a large number of 
reservoirs on the upper reaches of the 
tributaries of the Mississippi as a 
measure of flood control but from an 
analysis of the proposal by General 
Jadwin, who was present at the con- 
ference, it appeared to President Cool- 
idge that this plan would not give ade- 
quate control.

Real estate transactions totaling 
$232,500 and involving two deals each 
in excess of $100,000 on important

According to Keenan & Chambers, 
who acted as agents, the structure at 
Glenn and Stewart has a frontage of 
466 feet on Glenn and 117 feet on 
Stewart. It is occupied by the Acme 
Steel company, the H. J. Hines com- 
pany, Philadelphia Storage Battery 
company and other nationally known 
firms. The structure was built by 
Massell company and sold to Lee Ha- 
gan some time ago.

bilfealls for an appropriation of $500,- 
000 for the fiscal year 1929, with

That provision. should be an _ in- 
ducement to some states not to urban- 
ize their pépulation too rapidly by 
chartering every tank station and 
cross roads store. 

The bill is regarded as a big for- 
ward step in training the future ru- 
ral generations to scientific and me- 
chanical farming, and thereby giving 
to agriculture a sounder and firmer 
status as a dignified basic tmdustry, 
more than a mere avocation to be 
abandoned wuen some seemingly bet- 
ter job offers temptation. | 

Senator George is to be highly 
commended for pressing this measure 
and it is fully expected that it will 
pass the house with similar unanim- 
ity as that given to it in the senate. 
It has peculiar value to the large 
farm population of Georgia and will 
signally aid the agricultaral educa- 
tional system of the state.

IN BANK SLAYING 


Brunéwick, Ga., April 10.—(%)— 
Homer Simpson was found guilty by 
a superior court jury here late to- 
day of first degree murder in con- 


nection with the slaying several weeks} 


ago of C. A.. Perry, cashier of the 
Bank of Kingsland. Ga.. who was 
mortally wounded when forced by rob-’ 
bers to open the bank vault. 

Simpson told how he had met Mor- 
row and E. G. Waller, also charged 
with Perry’s murder, but still at large, 
in Cleveland, Tenn. They informed 
him they had a “job” in which they 
needed his assistance. Later Simp- 
son said hé met them in Jacksonville 
and arranged for the robbery of the 
bank. 

The state did not offer testimony 
and arguments started ‘immediately 
after Simpson finished his statement. 

The jury deliberated one hour and 
14 minutes. Sentence was deferred 
but the verdict automatically carries 
‘the death penalty. 

On the stand in his own defense. 
Simpson denied that he fired a shot. 
declaring he was seated in one of the 
automobiles used by the robbers when 
Morrow shot the cashier at an out- 
lying spot to which he had been lured 


on. the pretext that his captors were | 


interested in property that he owned. 

After having been shot, first in -the 
foot, then in the hand and finally in 
the back, as Simpson testified, Perry 
was placed in one of the automobiles, 
taken to the bank and compelled to 
open the vault, from which his as- 


sailants abstracted several thousand 
dollars and fled with their wounded | 
victim. 

Perry was left to die by the road- 
side in Florida when the robbers’ auto- 
mobile was wrecked and they continu- 
ed their flight in another machine. 
Most of the money was recovered with 
the arrest later of three alleged mem- 
bers of the robber gang, from whom 
officers said confessions were obtained. 

Morrow and Mrs, Mamie Lee Todd, 
arrested with Simpson, are to be tried 
immediately: while E. G. Walle:, 
charged with having been the fourth 
member of the band, ‘still is being 
sought. 

Immediately after the jury had 
brought in its verdict court was re- 
cessed until tomorrow morning, at 
which time decisions will be made as 
to whether Morrow or Mrs. Todd is 
to be tried next.

The French police has a peculiar 
procedure, called the “reconstitution 
of the crime,” which consists in hav- 
ing a confessed murderer enact the 
whole series of events that preceded 
and followed the crime. The murder 
itself is also re-enacted, a policeman 
taking ,the place of the victim. The 
last case in question concerns’ the 
murder of a diamond-carrier, named 
Trupheme. This man was murdered 
by 2 client on the sixth story of an 
old house, of whom he came to col- 
i;lect a debt.

The 
murderer waited till nightfall, wrap- 
ped the body in newspapers, carried it 
down the six flights of stairs to his 
automobile, drove out into the coun- 
try, soaked the corpse in gasoline and 
set fire to it.

Victor Berger was horn in Austria- 
Hungary in 1860. He came to the Unit- 
ed States with his family in 1878 and 
became a resident of ilwaukee, Wis. 
For several years Berger was connected 
with various newspapers and soon be- 
came an active organizer of socialists. 
He was a delegate of the People’s party 
convention at St. Louis in 1896, “nd 
tried to organize sentiment for Eugene 
Debs at the convention. e became a 
member of the 62d congress from Wise- 
econsin ifirst socialist ever elected to 
congress). Berger was again elected to 
congress in 1918, but was excluded dur- 
ing the war. in 1919 he was reelected 
once more bnt was refused admission. 
Once he was elected by a great 
majority, and finally reseated as a 
member of the congress of 1922. Re- 
election followed in 1924 and 1926. He is 
a national chairman of the socialist 
party.

Washington, April 10.—(?)—Read- 
ing into the record today a news- 
paper story which appeared several 
days ago that Seeretary Hoover had 
ordered negro clerks in the census 
bureau to be located on the floor 
with white persons, Senator Blease 
democrat, of South Carolina, deelared 
such action would foreclose any hope 
of the republicans breaking the “solid 
south” at the next election. 

_ The article appeared in the Wash- 
rington Post and it was said today at 
the department that at the time a 
statement was issued explaining that 
a »small census bureau divisional or- 
sanization made up of negroes had 
been broken up in the bureau be- 
Cause racial segregation was for- 
bidden. 

Senator Blease had read a letter 
from a “white woman” whose name 
was not revealed complaining of the 
action and terming the negroes in 
the bureau in which she worked *“Hoo- 
ver chocolates.” 

“This is exactly what brought the 
republican party into disrepute in the 
south,” Blease said, “and made its 
name a stench in the nostrils of all 
white people. 


“In the south we believe the white 
race superior to the negro race and 
we never expect to permit a_ social 

uality between the two. If this 

oover policy is continued there need 
not be any dreams among the repub- 
licans of breaking the solid south.” 

Blease also complained because the 
post office department had refused to 
remove a postmaster at Anderson, 8. 
C., who he claimed was a resident of 
Savannah, Ga.
